It 
estimated then that the M 
companies studied, which 
account for three-fourths of the 
nation's pulping capacity, 
would have to spend 1750 
million for pollution control. 
The price tag since has been 
upgraded to |MO million, not 
counting operating costs. 


A new report from the council 


cites "remarkable progress" 
by the pulp and paper firms 
which will lead to "the in- 
dustry's approaching 100 per 
cent adequate pollution control 
by the end of 1975." The in- 
dustry and its critic each has 
set a model for responsible 
action in this case. -Miami 
(Fla.) Herald

SA100N (AP) - A Saigon 


newspaper controlled by the 
presidential palace reported 
today that President Nguyen 
Van Thieu and his national se- 
curity council have rejected 
any interim Indochina agree- 
ment for a limited peace. 


Tin Song said that after three 


meetings with Henry A. Kissin- 
ger, the South Vietnamese told 
the U.S. presidential adviser 
they will not accept any 
temporary peace solution. Tin 
Song quoted Thieu as reaffirm- 
ing his position that any 
agreement must be a lasting 
settlement. 


Tin Song is financed by 


Thieu'* personal aide, Hoang 
Due Nha, and for that reason if 
often regarded as reflecting the 
official views of the president- 
li^f palace. 


Kissinger had been expected 


to meet for the fourth time with 
Thieu today and then return to 
Washington. But by dusk, he 
was still reported «t the US.

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SATELLITE STUDIES 


CLOUDS 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - 


Clues to the origin of the stars 
are being gathered by an un- 
manned satellite orbiting 500 
mi lea above the earth. 


Called the Orbiting As- 


tronomical Observatory, the 
satellite is studying the com- 
position of interstellar clouds, 
believed by some to be the mat- 
ter from which stars are 
termed. 


"Scientists cannot study 


these gaseous clouds from the 
ground," said Dr. Lyman Spit- 
ser of Princeton University, 
"since the ultraviolet light used 
to study them cannot penetrate 
the earth's atmosphere." 


With an accuracy equivalent 


to focusing on the width of a 
pencil 10 miles away, a fine 
error sensor orients the satel- 
lite's telescope toward an ob- 
ject under investigation. The 
electronic system was designed 
and built by GTE Sylvania Inc.

"Having a chest X-ray is con- 


trary to the principles of my re- 
ligion. To require it is to violate 
my religious freedom, which is 
guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment." 


However, the court overruled 


her objection. Noting that X-rays 
can reveal tuberculosis and that 
tuberculosis is infectious, 
the 


court said: 


"The regulation is purely for 


the purpose of discovery. It does 
not say you must be treated if 
you are ill; it only says if you 
are ill and (don't) know it, you 
cannot spread your infection to 
others." 


Religious freedom, of course, 


ranks high in our constitutional 
system. But it does not outrank 
the necessities of public health. 
Said one judge: 


"The health of the people is 


the first law." 


Other freedoms, too, may be 


limited by considerations of 
health. In another case, a ret- 
luurant owner invoked freedom 
of enterprise to oppose the rules 
of sanitation laid down by city 
hall. But a court ruled that free- 
dom of enterprise likewise must 
yield to the public weal. 


"The 
danger to health," said 


the court, "renders the (restau- 
rant) business a proper one for 
regulation." 


Still, even health regulations 


must meet the test of reasonable- 
ness. One squeamish city council, 
worried about germs, passed a 
law flatly forbidding the sate of 
any second-hand clothes within 
the boundaries of the community. 


But when this law was tested 


in court, it was held to be un- 
constitutional. The court said a 
total ban simply could not be 
justified, since lesser controls 
could protect the public perfectly 
well. 


Pulling the "health" label on 


an unreasonable law, said the 
court, did not make it reasonable.

Deoc Jones'hands didn't 
get like that by praying

SAN DIEGO, Calif.— 


(NBA)—David Jones alone 
pioneered the technique. 
With the snap of the foot- 
ball, WHAM! His left hand 
conies up and whacks the 
helmet in front of him. The 
head inside reverberate* like 
a gong. With pantherish 
quickness, Jones whirs past 
the victim and envelops the 
quarterback. 


He did his little act «o 
devastating^ that for seven 
straight years, through 1070, 
David (Deacon) Jones was 
the premier defensive line- 
man in the fame. His style 
was adopted Dy all the great 
defensive left ends in profes- 
sional football—Carl EUer, 
Clyde Humphrey, Bubba 
Smith, Rich Jackson. 


The old original act still 
isn't bad, either. They even 
changed the rules because of 
the Deacon. 


"I used to slap the guy 


four or five times," h« re- 
members. "Now they only 
let you do it once, and they 
restrict it to a two-yard ra- 
dius along the line." 


He dangles his long fin- 


gers, gnarled and scarred 
and swollen from too many 
collisions. They're un- 
adorned. 


"Put diamonds on that?" 
he mutters, self-deprecat- 
ingly. 


It'll take five years for 
the swelling on Deacon's 
hands to go down so ho can 
wear the diamonds stashed 
away in a drawer at home. 


He accumulated them by 
beating those hands on the 
heads and shoulders of of- 
fensive tackles in the Na- 
tional Football League for a 
dosen years. The Los An- 
geles Rams had drafted him 
as a 14th round unknown 
out of Mississippi Vocational 
back in 1961, and in his time 
up front with them the 
modern defensive concept 
of the fearsome foursome 
was created. 


Deacon Jones 


So it was with some aston- 
ishment and bewilderment 
that Deacon started the cur- 
rent season with the San 
Diego Chargers. It hurt the 
Deacon to be peddled, and 
so cheaply, for an obscure 
linebacker (no longer with 
the Rams) and draft chokes. 
Of course, he is 33 years old 
and the last couple of years 


nagging injuries cut down 
his playing time and effec- 
tiveness. 


But because the Deacon 
has the true pride of an arti- 
san, he soucht out the writer 
who had presented to him 
the George Halas Trophy as 
the outstanding defender in 
football for 1967 aad'88, 
voted by his peers, and fore- 
warned him, "Get that tro- 
phy ready for me again. I'm 
coming to claim it." 


Recently the Deacon went 


up against Robert Brown of 
Oakland in a classic match 
of titans. Brown U a 285- 
pound offensive right tackle 
who had once been Deac's 
teammate on the Rams. 
Jones has now let his weight 
climb to 265 for more power. 
Their confrontation symbol- 
ised the battle in what they 
call the pits of pro football, 
a jousting noticed by few 
but extremely vital to the 
success or failure of team 
effort. 


Their match-up amounted 
to a draw (and their teams 
ended in a tie score). "That's 
what happens," said Deacon 
later, "when two all-pros 
meet." 


The Chargers, rebuilt with 
traded veterans like Jones, 
started the season slowly, 
getting clobbered by the 
San Francisco 49ors in their 
opener, and the Deacon was 
»B invisible <mt 
n But they've 
since beaten the Colts and 
are coming on. "We're pros," 
says the Deacon. "We know 
what we've got. And we're 
getting to know each other." 


That last point is moot im- 
portant because Jonas had 
gotten used to having the 
comforting presence of 
Merlin Olson, *>5 and 2*4 
pounds, alongside htm gii 
those years on the Rams. 


When the Deacon, who al- 
ways relied more on speed 
and finesse than sheer power, 
felt like a little free lance 
maneuvering along the front 
line, he knew that burly 
Merlin would cover for him. 


Now bo's got Ron East 
alongside smaller, not as 
powerful, more like Deacon 
in style, depending on quick- 
oess. "It's tough to work with 
another guy," admits Dea- 
con. "It's difficult to com- 
municate at first until you 
get to know each other's 
style." 


In a recent game, tea of- 
fensive guard aad teckJo 
crossblocked against Jones 
and East The tackle, who 
would normally handle Dea- 
con, blocked down on East. 
Instinctively, Jonas closed 
down fast along the scrim- 
mage lino <i.e.. rushed to the 
inside from his and posi- 
tion). 


" I closed too tight," he 
says. The back with the ball 
simply ran around him. In 
the old days. Deacon knew 
that instinctively Olsen 
would have drifted wide to 
cover for him. 


"Now," says Jonas, "we've 
got two guys who rely on 
quickness, so we've got to do 
it different. We have to take 
care of our individual re- 
sponsibility." 


Deacon's always boon an 
individualist. Ho carrioa lot- 
tors spoiling out "DEACON" 
on his jersey, a blatant dis- 
regard of the RoMlmague 
edict that only proper test 
names be put on uniforms. 


"Whan you got four Jones 


boys on your club, like we 
got," 
shrugs Deacon, "you 
use Deacon. Buiisi. that's 
the only real uame moat peo- 
ple know me by."
